PREFACE. 

The Prayers and devotions contained in this 
precious little yolume are, many of them, of an 
unusual character. It is not simply a Book of 
Prayers and devotional exercises, designed to be 
such by the writer, either for his own use, or that 
of others. 

Many of those which it contains are of this 
character, but a large number of them may rather 
be described as unpremeditated devotional utter- 
ances, gathering up and throwing into a devotional 
form, and so pouring out as it were into the ear of 
Almighty God Himself, the thoughts on which the 
Author had been dwelling in a Sermon, it may be, 
or anything else on which he had been engaged. 
In these devotional passages he seems in a manner 
to foxget or to put aside the consideration of those 
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whom he was addressing, and to be conscious only 
of the Presence of God, to Whom he turns, and 
pours out to Him the desires of his heart. 

This accounts for unexpected turns of expression 
occasionally occurring, which would be explained, 
and their suitableness appear, if taken in con- 
nection with the subject of the Sermon or other 
instruction which called them forth. 

At the same time, the gathering up of passages 
of this description, and appropriating them to a 
purely devotional use is a very happy application 
of them. For the ready transition, whether in 
his writing or conversation, to something which 
betokened a state of ceaseless prayer, was charac- 
teristic of Dr. Pusey. No one who had the 
privilege of familiar intercourse with him could 
fail to perceive this habitual attitude of his heart 
and mind, even in the natural and unrestrained 
conversation on ordinary topics of the day, at meals 
or other social times ; how all things were viewed 
by him in their relation to the will, the law, the 
glory of God, and the well-being of His Church ; 
how there was an unceasing praying in spirit, an 
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pffering of everything to God, a conscious recol- 
lection of His near Presence, and a sacred seasoning 
of heavenly salt in all he said. 

The sense of the Presence of God was as the 
very air he breathed ; to lose it would have been 
tp him (to use his own words) ** like trying to live 
in an exhausted receiver/' 

These devotions have been collected and grouped 
under heads and subjects with loving care in order 
to bring within the reach of others the spiritual 
help and edification which the compilers have 
found in them for themselves. The collection may 
be regarded as a grateful thank-offering, as well to 
the Giver of all Good, as to the memory of him 
who was the immediate instrument of grace to so 
many souls. 

But (as must be the case with all books of 
devotion) it is a book the value of which will 
grow with use, and can only be appreciated, 
whether as to the instructions or the devotions, 
by long familiar use. Those who do use it will 
hardly fail to find a great door of spiritual 
contemplation as it were open to them. 
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May it be so to many, for their comfort and 
edification, and for the deepening of their spiritoal 
life ! But, in order that it may be so, it must be 
used in the spirit of the words, '* He realises what 
prayer is, who knows that of himself he is nothing, 
but that God can do all things for him ; and 
prajrs. " It is not enough passively to acknowledge 
our own nothingness, and God's Almightiness, 
there must be continual action on our part. The 
humble recognition of all these will not suffice, 
except it can be added, ** and prays."

HAVE been asked to write you a few 
lines on the importance of prayer, that God would 
overrule what is happening or likely to happen, to 
the glory of His Great Name and the benefit of 
His Church. In this active century there is 
naturally the more peril that we should, even in 
what we would do for the glory of GoD, think 
over much of the human means which we could 
use, and forget in a degree that even while * Paul 
planted and Apollos watered,' S. Paul looked to 
God alone to 'give the increase.* It is, then, I 
hope, not without God's good Providence that 
these decisions — which will, I hope, gain us peace, 
and help us to teach forbearance to any who, with 
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greater or less degrees of knowledge, do desire 
the glory of God— fall in the vestibule of Lent. 
Knowing, as we do, that nothing happens without 
our Father, we shall, I hope, use this our yearly 
season of humiliation in prayer to Him, the Great 
Shepherd of the sheep, that He would so over- 
rule human counsels as shall be for His glory, for 
the furtherance of the truth, and the salvation of 
souls ; that He would give the full knowledge of 
the truth to those who as yet see it but in part, 
and that He would give us wisdom so to teach it 
as not through any fault of ours to alienate any 
who might be won to it, but rather win those who 
now, in ignorance, oppose or even persecute it.
